Francisco" with its resultant loss 
of 24 lives was pushed Intensively 
today by federal, state and rail- 
road company officials. 


A. D. McDonald, president of 


the Southern Pacific Railroad, 
who came to the scene to assume 
direction of the investigation, ex- 
pressed belief one man was re- 
sponsible for the pile-up of 
the 


crack 17-car limited as it crossed 
a bridge over shallow Humboldt 
river about 250 miles east of here 
Saturday night. More than 100 
were injured. 


"We have some definite evi- 


dence;" said McDonald, "but it is 
of such a nature that we do not 
feel free to divulge it at this 
time." 


Several men were rounded up 


yesterday and questioned about 
the disaster, including Bob La 
Duceur, who was held, Chief of 
Police Andy M. Welliver of Reno 
said, because he answered the de- 
scription of a so-called 
"earless 


man" whose strange actions had 
made him one of the main objec- 
tives of the search. 


Chief Welliver said La Duceur 


would probably be released today 
as T. J. McLaughlin, FBI agent, 
had established, that.the -man was 
at Pyramid Lake, Nev., Saturday 
night and Sunday morning and 
could not have participated in the 
wreck. 


Bodies in Car 


Acting on information from 


relatives of Mrs. Henry P. Vaux 
of Port Ledge, Rosemont, Penn., 
and her daughter, Miss Susan M. 
Vaux, searchers found the bodies 
of the two in the demolished 
drawing car, "Twin Peaks." In 
the same car the searchers found 
the body of an unidentified negro, 
apparently a porter. 


Relatives of Mrs. Vaux and her 


daughter, not being able to find 
their names on either the casualty 
lists or the list of uninjured, made 
inquiries. Railroad records showed 
the number of their section and 
the car was found to be one in the 
center of the wreckage. 


Albert Johnson of Chicago, at 


first reported to have been killed 
in the crash, was found last night 
to be alive, though in critical con- 
dition, in an Elko, Nev., hospital. 


McDonald, explaining why he 


believed one man responsible for 
the disastrous derailment, said: 


"A man %vould be a fool .to take 


another into his confidence in a 
thing like this. A confederate 
would, sooner or later, be bound 
to squeal." 


He advanced the opinion the 


crime might have been that of "a 
man with a diseased brain—pos- 
sibly one with a grudge against 
some individual on the train, 
satisfying that grudge without re- 
gard for the other lives that 
might be snuffed out." 


Jeffers Aids Investigation 


M. M. Jeffers, president of the 


Union Pacific, 
which with 
the 


Chicago and.Northwestern operat- 
ed the streamliner jointly with 
the Southern Pacific, arrived to 
aid in the investigation. 


After Jeffers, with other rail- 


road officials, went into the locked 
and guarded room where the mis- 
placed rail, ties, spikes and other 
bits of evidence are held, he 
emerged to declare: 


"There is not the slightest 


question about it; it was deliber- 
ate sabotage." 


Two G-men already were work- 


ing on the case under the statute

and officials asked for more. 


Most investgiators .were of the 


belief that the wreck was plotted 
by a man with expert knowledge 
about railroads, as.they said the 
perpetrator removed 
44 
spikes 


from 22 ties, removed the support- 
ing angle bars, moved a 30-foot 
, rail weighing nearly a ton four 


inches inward, then spiked 
the 


rail down again. All this was ac- 
complished, the investigators said, 
without disturbing the block sig- 
nal electric cable between the 
tracks which would have warned 
Engineer E. F. Hecox that some- 
thing was wrong.

Dairy Farmers Union began with- 
holding milk today in 30 upstate 
New York counties in a strike 
for higher prices, launched with a 
protest against what was termed 
the "anti-farmer" position of the 
State Agriculture Department. 


Archie Wright, general chair- 


man of the union, said the strike 
started, "with a bang" and that 
the largest plant at Ogdensburg 
was "one-half dry." 


Wright wired Acting Governor 


Poletti last night a demand the 
department adopt a "neutral posi- 
:ion" in the strike after a depart- 
ment spokesman promised assist- 
ance 
to 
metropolitan 
dealers 


whose supplies might be affected. 


Later, in a radio broadcast, the 


union leader declared the plight 
of dairy farmers in the last eight 
years has been "deplorable due to 
the starvation prices paid pro- 
ducers for milk." 


The union, claiming to repre- 


sent a membership of 15,000, is 
seeking a uniform base price of at 
least S2.35 a hundred pounds (47 
quarts) for milk in August, Sep- 
tember and October. 


Cold Fear 


"Today a cold fear is gripping 


the hearts of the lords of milk," 
Wright said. 'They know the 
farmers of the New York milk 
shed who have been impoverished 
by their greed and corruption are 
demanding and are going to get 
satisfaction. 


"Unpriced milk, milk which is 


sold outside the marketing area, 
is a device to beat down the mar- 
ket and keep the return to farm- 
ers completely within the control 
of the trust. It was this condition 
which ruined state control' and 
which will ruin the present mar- 
keting order unless corrected." 


Wright.asked the acting gover- 


nor "is the state government a 
strike breaking agency?"

Laurance Clough, a spokesman for 
the State Milk Control Division, 
said the department was making 
plans "to assist dealers who have 
complied with the 
federal-state 


milk marketing act to obtain milk 
should the proposed strike tie up 
their plants."

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SHORT WAY TO ALASKA 


Warren G. Magnuson, chairman of the 


United States section of the British Colum- 
bia-Alaska Highway Commission is just back 
from an all-day flight from White Horse, 
Y. T., to Vancouver. He says he believes a 
much shorter route has been found for the 
proposed highway than was previously 
thought possible. 


There seems to be a sort of natural trench 


in Central British Columbia and Yukon Ter- 
ritory, which will make it possible to cut the 
road to 2,100 miles. Once started, the high- 
way could probably be completed within two 
years, if construction could be started at the 
same time at different points along its length, 
Mr. Magnuson believes. 


Whether the commission will be able to 


persuade the two governments to start soon 
on this road is not certain. But the idea of 
its eventual construction for purposes of com- 
munication, travel and defense is appealing. 
It is likely to take a good deal more than Mr. 
Magnuson's hopeful two years abuilding. But 
it is impossible .to believe that sooner or later 
it will not be done. And if this natural trench 
proves a practical right of way, cheapening 
as well as shortening the construction, it may 
not be many years before driving to Alaska 
becomes one of the popular tours. 


COOL-OFF BUS 


A new idea for all alleviation of summer 


heat is tried in Detroit. Cheap bus rides are 
provided for summer evenings, the main idea 
being to cool off riders who have been suffer- 
ing all day. Incidentally there is quite a bit 
of scenery thrown in. The rides average 35 
miles, last for two hours and cost 15 cents. 
They are said to be growing in popularity. 


This innovation will remind many local 


residents of the days when city street cars 
served the same purpose. Those evening rides 
cost a nickel. The boys and girls and old 
folks didn't go so far or see so much, but 
they had a good time. 


It was in the days of the Gay Nineties and 


later in the early ninteen hundreds, before 
the automobile became a common sight on 
the city streets, that the open cars used by 
the trolley road in the summer carried thou- 
sands to Kingston Point Park when that re- 
sort was at the height of its popularity. 


Those who are older recall how the pas- 


sengers clung to the open trolley car plat- 
forms and running boards like flies to a jug 
of molasses. 


Since those days the automobile and the 


movies have replaced the rides on a warm 
summer evening on an open trolley car 
through the streets of Kingston. 


VILLAGE FOREST 


Burton, Ohio, a village in Geauga County 


of maple syrup fame, has set out a commu- 
nity forest of 1,500 trees. Some day, its citi- 
zens believe, the sale of lumber will ease the 
local tax burden. That's a long look ahead, 
but the village fathers do not spurn the Idea 
on that account. They are interested in their 
town's future as well as its present. 


This community forest is patterned after 


such forests in Europe which are carefully 
timbered and replanted and which have been 
profitable-going affairs for centuries. The 
trees planted include spruce, poplar, red and 
white pine, locust and maple, all of which 
should thrive nicely in that region. 


High school agricultural students set out 


some of the trees. Public-spirited volunteers 
planted others. 


Since this has happened in modern United 


States, there is more to the plan than income- 
producing. The community expects, that for- 
est to provide recreation, protect the village's 
water supply, furnish bird and wild life 
sanctuary and utilize waste land. 


There should be more community forests 


all over the country.

INFANTILE TAKAMfSIS 


The fact that the early symptoms of infantile 


paralysis are exactly like any other infection of nose 
and throat should keep mothers watchful bui not 
alarmed. By putting the youngster to bed and keep- 
ing him quiet, the most important part of the treat- 
ment is being accomplished, whether the trouble is 
infantile paralysis or some less serious condition. 


From 85 to 90 per cent of cases occur in children 


under 6 years of age. Most children over 10 escape 
it but" it does occur in older children and adults. It 
usually occurs in later summer and autumn. 


One particular point should be noted by parents 


and that is the suddenness with which the symp- 
toms usually appear. The child is apparently well, 
or at least, not complaining in any way, when sud- 
denly he is attacked by headache and perhaps pain 
in back of neck and in back and limbs. He is fev- 
erish," throat sore, nose may be running, may tie 
nausea and vomiting, and a general tired feeling. 


It can thus be seen that the symptoms are quite 


similar to what is found in the common ailments ot 


C BesTd'es nutting the youngster to bed, he should 
be kept from contact with other children and house- 
hold animals. The mattress should be firm, pillow- 
low, room darkened and he should be given a light 
diet and plenty of water and other fluids. 


The family physician should be called without 


delay as early treatment may lessen the severity ot 
the attack and prevent or lessen paralysis.

chances of possible infection are greatly increased 


"Of equal importance for the protection of chil- 


dren is the prompt cuMing of a physician if the 
child shows any symptoms of this illness.'

Outstanding work in England 


shows that chemical 
reactions 


within the brain reflect a lack of 
vitamin B-l in the diet. Hundreds 
of papers have appeared in recent 
years concerning vitamin C. Many 
diseases have responded favorably 
to increased use of this vitamin 
such as gastric ulcers in persons 
whose diets have been low in vita- 
min C. 


Few advances have been made 


in the study of vitamin D, and lit- 
tle is known about the needs of 
adults for it. All the work has been 
done with growing animals. This 
vitamin is essential for good bones 
and teeth; its absence causes rick- 
ets. 


Many advances have been made 


with vitamin K, essential for the 
clotting of blood of chickens, rats 
and dogs, and man. A method of 
telling the value of this vitamin 
has been found with a colorimeter. 


Vitamin E has assumed a new 


role in that it seems to be in- 
volved in the degeneration of mus- 
cular tissues. The tissues yield to 
treatment with vitamin E plus 
special parts of wheat germ. The 
degeneration of muscles differs in 
man and animals, hence little ad- 
vance is noted In treating the hu- 
man affliction. 


Boboflavta Essential 


Other vitamin factors are im- 


portant to animals and man. Work- 
ers in \Vashington have found that 
riboflavin is essential for man as 
well as for rats, chickens and dogs. 


Nicotinic acid is now used to 


treat black tongue in dogs and pel- 
lagra in man, but other dietary de- 
ficiencies are present in pellagra. 
Vitamin B-6 has proved to be im- 
portant in the diets of dogs, rats, 
and even in stimulating the growth 
of lower organisms. 


Panthothenic ' acid 
is widely 


needed in diverse forms of life; it 
stimulates the growth of micrtHjr-

Democrats or any other Demo- 
crats characterize the Vice Presi- 
dent effectively as a "reactionary" 
conservative? 


The Democratic 
plot 
plainly 


thickens and very soon it will be 
necessary to call for a definition 
again of what is a liberal and 
what is a conservative. If Vice 
President Garner could be persuad- 
ed to talk, he probably would be- 
gin by defining a reactionary as 
someone who stands or sits pat, 
for that matter, and he might say 
that advocates of the "sit-down" 
strike are by no means liberals 
but trespassers and squatters. 


If one omits Vice President Gar- 


ner's opposition to the sit-down 
strike, you find him far away from 
the conservative side of the argu- 
ment To denounce the sit-down 
strike is perhaps after all not a 
matter of liberalism but of asking 
for obedience to law and order. 


Mr. Garner has been a support- 


er of most all New Deal measures. 
He quietly helped pass the public 
utility holding company bill. He 
was behind every New Deal re- 
form except the Supreme Court 
bill and he has been an opponent 
of increased spending. All this is 


not enough, howeverl fr«n • New 
Deal viewpoint. 


The acid tat of Uberalltm, it 


will have to be concededTii thi 
one applied by the New Deal it- 
self, and that is whether the Wu. 
ner labor act is to be sabotaged or 
amended in only minor particu- 
lars. Despite all the camouflage 
about other issues, the WagnerU- 
bor relations law is the key to the 
flght over conservative and liberal 
candidates. That's why, while 
there are many New Dealers who 
would have preferred some other 
method of attack, the outburst of 
Mr. Lewis now appears on reflec- 
tion not at all as a spur-of»the- 
moment affair, but a premeditated 
broadside against the foes of the 
sit-down strike by the C.I.O., prin- 
cipal ally of the New Deal.

Second Plague 


Hits Farmers 


Ithaca, N. Y., Aug. 15.—First 


the drouth, and now grasshoppers 
are becoming the second plague of 
New York state farmers, especial- 
ly in the western and northern 
part of the state, acdording to Dr. 
R. W. Leiby, extension entomolo- 
gist at Cornell University. 


He has received many reports 


about damage to gardens, field 
beans, alfalfa and corn by these 
pests of biblical history. This is 
the second season of their pres- 
ence in August in greater than 
average numbers, but outbreaks 
of similar size should be On the 
wane another year, he says. 


A poison bait scattered at the 


rate of 25 pounds of the dry mix- 
ture to the acre, on or within the 
crop infested, will kill the 'hop- 
pers. To prepare this bait, his 
recommendations are: Mix one 
and 
one-fourth pounds of pans 


green with 25 pounds Of wheat 
bran. Add to the paris green- 
bran mixture two quarts of a 
fresh lubricating oil of about 30 
viscosity. 


The grasshoppers like the bran, 


the oil keeps it moist, and the 
paris green does the poisoning, 
says Dr. Leiby. He cautions 
against using crankcase oil, fuel 
oils of SAE 10 or less, oils with a 
sulphur content, or oils that have 
a pronounced odor. 


The saying "once a grasshopper 


always a grasshopper," is not true 
in this case, for the egg stage fol- 
lows the grown 'hoppers, accord- 
ing to the entomologist. The eggs 
are laid in early fall in small 
pockets containing about 100 eggs 
each, just below the soil surface. 
They hatch the following June to 
yield small wingless grasshoppers 
which grow through the summer 
to acquire wings in their adult 
stage in late August. Injuries to 
crops are not serious until early 
August.

the "Chancellor Livingston" was 
the most celebrated of the early 
steamboats, and when she was 
built and for some years after- 
wards, she was one of the finest 
steamboats in the world. 


The wooden hull of the "Chan- 


cellor Livingston" was built by 
Henry Eckford at New York in 
1816, and her engine was the 
product of James P. Allaire, also 
of New York. Her hull was 157 
feet Jong, breadth of beam 33 feet 
3 inches, depth of hold 10 feet, 
tier tonnage rating was 498, and 
ler engine was of the cross-head 
ype with a cylinder diameter of 
44 inches with a five foot stroke. 
Two copper bailers, 28 feet long 
with a 12 foot front, were in- 
stalled by James P. Allaire.
